There was a time when the 
highlight of a scout year was a 
week or two camping in the hills, 
swimming and passing hiking and 
cooking badges along with the fun 
of being young. The group (left) 
of scouts of Lake McGregor Dis¬ 
trict is young and enjoying it but 
to this new generation, opportuni¬ 
ties to travel and learn by seeing 
and doing are almost unlimited. 

These boys are taking advantage 
of these opportunities and before 
they return to. this province 
they’ll have about 6600 miles and 


innumerable points of call to look 
back on. 

A series of situations blended to¬ 
gether to make this trip possible 
for' the boys. For one thing Scout 
Leader Gary Jopling had thoughts 
of going east to visit Expo this 
summer and on the scout scene, 
a number of openings for trips 
were available. As he said “I was 
talking when I should have been 
listening" and he wound up as 
chaperone for this group, chosen 
from 20 applicants. It also happen¬ 
ed that Billy Bolduc of Lomond 
had just purchased a %-ton cam¬ 
per truck and was willing to offer 
it as transportation. 

The crew left July 1st, with de¬ 
parture time set for 4 *jn., and 
were to travel to Ottawa, Mon¬ 
treal and four days at Expo from 
July 10 to 14th. While there they 
were to camp at the scout village 
and then on to New Brunswick 


and Nova Scotia. This trip was re¬ 
gistered through the Canadian 
Boy Scout Association, conse¬ 
quently they were to be scheduled 
into as many local events on their 
way as possible. 

This week they’ll be at the Nova 
Scotia Provincial Jamboree and 
will go from there to New York 
on July 25th. Here they’ll be met 
by a reporter from Boy’s Life, a 
U.S. magazine, counterpart to The 
Canadian Boy magazine and a 
feature story of their trip will be 
published. A tour of the UN build¬ 
ings is planned as is a ball game 
at Yankee Stadium. 

Michael McGrail will look for¬ 
ward to a visit to a naval academy 
where his father trained years ago. 

Although the tour and stops will 
be flexible enough to permit 
special side trips or extended visit¬ 
ing, such cities as Niagara Falls. 
Detroit, Chicago, Des Moines and

There is a fairly large number 
of cases where grain crops appear 
yellow. In some cases this is a lack 
of nitrogen which has been aggra¬ 
vated by the late cool, wet spring. 
Some fields are striped by uneven 
application of fertilizer from 
spreaders. In any case, if there is 
a continuation of good growing 
conditions, this problem should 
disappear. Further application of 
nitrogen at this time is. not recom¬ 
mended. Other causes of yellowing 
are bacterial and have no field 
cures. Very likely the warm, dry 
spell should put an end to this 
problem and the crop should not

cold salted water to reduce the 
vitamin C loss. Certain vegetables 
like potatoes, must be kept in wa¬ 
ter to prevent discoloration. 

Use as little water as possible in 
cooking vegetables. Add the veg¬ 
etables to the boiling water. Those 
started In cold water have almost 
twice the mineral loss. Some nut¬ 
rients dissolve In water. Cooking 
for as short a time as possible will 
cut this loss. 

If you’ve planted beets this year 
you’ll likely want to enjoy the beet 
tops as well. Use only the young 
tender tops. Why not experiment 
with seasonings on your beet tops. 
You might like to try one of these: 
Melt 3 to 4 tablespoons butter, add 
one of the following seasonings, 
heat and add to drained, cooked 
spinach; 2 tablespoons vinegar, 1 
teaspoon horseradish, or 2 to 3 tea¬ 
spoons prepared mustard. 

To encourage your family to eat 
a variety of vegetables, you must 
be sure that they are cooked so as 


to be attractive and tasly. Methods 
which produce the most appetizing 
dishes are also those which pre¬ 
serve the most food value.

The very heavy windstorm 
which swept through the district 
early Thursday morning was ot 
cyclone proportions. It lasted ab¬ 
out half an hour but in that time 
did extensive damage. At C. Litch¬ 
field’s a machine shed was torn 
down, and 40 acres of cut hay 
blown everywhere.

To tho farm women, 
the devastation in flower beds was 
little short of heartbreaking, with 
tall perennials and ornamental 
trees broken off and in turn fal¬ 
ling on smaller plants and break¬ 
ing them down.
